. London, May 26.—The approval oL' 
King George has made the coalition 
government, as announced this morn- 
ing, an accomplished fact and it is 
generally accepted as the best solu- 
tion of a bad muddle. 
Nevertheless 


the country shows no great enthusi- 
asm over this compromise for the 
usual party cabinet. 
. 
In the field of military operations, 


the great onslaught of General von 
Mackensen against the Russian line 
to the north of Przemysl and around 
Jaroslau indicates that the powers of 
the Austro-German offensive are not 
exhausted and verifies the belief gen- 
eral in London that the Russians are 
not well equipped for the defense of 
'this position. Przemysl has not been 
sufficiently repaired to rank again as 
a great fortress. 
-It is rather a heav- 


ily fortified camp which needs con- 
siderable artillery for its reduction. 


In the Dardanelles, the allies arc 


officially reported to be slowly ad- 
vancing against the stubborn opposi- 
tion of the Turks, who have been 
granted an armistice to bury 3,000 
of their dead 
in 
front 
of 
their 


trenches. 


Along the western line of battle 


the Germans hold a trench east of 
Ypres which they captured Monday 
morning from the British and held 
against counter attacks during tho 
day. 
Yesterday the French 
offen- 


sive north of Arras developed new 
vigor with the result that a number 
of German positions were captured. 
This French advance like the Ger 
man move against the British, is not 
of wide extent, but it included some 
formidable works. 


The official Italian announcement

No lives P°o1 
were lost among the crew. The Ne- 
braskan did not carry any passeng- 
ers. 


The foregoing information was re- 


ceived today by the British admiral- 
ty in London and it was at once com- 
municated to the American embassy.

Manufacturing Silk. 


Town Promotion. 


In one good ^ized city there was 


a lot o'f dissatisfaction 
with 
what 


the board of trade had been able to 
accomplish. 
Members and citizens 


asked to bring in juggestions 


of what ought to be done. 
A big 


meeting was held, and about forty 
"different suggestion*,' most of them 
good, were made. 
Attention was so 


scattered about on different ideas 
that nothing was accomplished in 
any one of the lines mentioned. 


In another place, a country town, 


a business men's 
association 
was 


formed and it appointed six small 
sized committees. 
Each committee 


was asked to take up for one year 
only one thing, but to make every 


Ohio uas^the first state in the 


Union to engage in the manufacture 
of silk, according to Dr. William C. 
Mills, curator of the Arrheological

"The bucl>e>e burr in light buft 


was the first pattern woven. A vest 
pattern from this piece \vas present- 
ed to Henry Clay, who also wore a 
suit, of broadcloth made in a Steuben- 
ville factory. 


"In 1844 the Whig presidential 


ticket voted in 
Mt. 
Pleasant 
was 


printed on silk made for the pur- 
pose in the Gill factory. 
The first 


American flag ever floated in China 
was made at this factory and car- 
ried to the Orient by Caleb Gushing. 


"Since 1877 not a yard of cloth 


of any kind has 
been 
made 
in 


Steubenville, although at one time 
there were 12 woolen, cotton and 
silk mills located there."

FRENCH REPORT 


ADVANCES MADE 


ON WEST FRONT

Paris, May 26. — The French war 


office this afternoon gave out a re- 
port on the progress of hostilities 
reading: 


"The checks inflicted 
upon 
the 


enemy yesterday in the region of An- 
gres and at a point to the north of 
the height of Lorette determined the 
Germans to come back with an at- 
tack of extreme violence. There was 
furious fighting last evening and 
during the night. We were success- 
ful in retaining all our gains. Our 
troops gave evidence of magnificent 
courage and showed splendid tenaci- 
ty of purpose. 


"The Germans in the 
beginning 


delivered a counter attack against the 
work captured by us to the north- 
west of Angres. Furious attempts to

of our new positions.
